To Sept. 1885 I was acting as Assistant to the Coiner Philadelphia Mint, 
though borne on the roll as “Counter”. On March 30, 1885 (see page 17 Coiners Letter Book) I 
was formally nominated as Assistant Coiner, and continued acting till Sept. 4, 1885, when 
relieved by a relative of the Sup’t. who in turn was subsequently displace for Mr. Randall’s 
private Secretary. 





By Section 168 Revised Statutes of 1874 I am entitled to the difference in salary of 
counter and Asst. Coiner. This — for the seven months ending Aug. 31, 1885 — amounts to 
$533.17 and I herein present my claim for this sum. 


A year ago I addressed the Supt. Phila. Mint on this topic, but received no reply. Fearing 
lest my communication was mislaid or suppressed, I now address you, and am

Sir; 


In reference to a communication from Mr. Beale (a former employee) to the Director, and 
forwarded to you for a report of the facts, I have the honor to state, that, Jas. Beale was a Counter 
in this department, and part of his duty was to act as messenger for the Office and perform such 
other work as was required of him. 


In March 1885, a vacancy existed in the Asst. Coinership, and he made application for 
the place. When a recommendation of the Coiner was presented to the then Superintendent (Col. 
Snowden) he did not approve it, and would not receive it, and it was withdrawn. Mr. B. did not 
serve as Asst. Coiner, and was known only as a counter until he was removed March 31st, 1886.
